A Syake v A Boy's Stomacu. —A boy
aged eight years, son of Benjamin Whis-
ler, residing in Mifflin township, a short
distance from Newville, in Cumberland
county, has been seriously afflicted for
some time past on account of having a
living snake in his stomach.
